McWHEELER BREAKS 90 — 


FOR 7 HOLES, 


WITH THE COMING of Spring, 
we put on our athletic attitude, 
flexed our muscles and took off 
for the Porterville Municipal 
Golf course, the Cypress Point of 
the San Joaquin, for our annual 
round of golf. One round per 
year is about par for your cor- 
respondent. Possibly because no 
one gets more mileage out of 
nine holes. There is no use turn- 
ing in a low score, because that 
means the operator is cheating 
himself out of a lot of shots. We 
want plenty of shooting for our 
green fee. 

DOUBTLESS, SEVERAL Scots- 
men whirl like tops in their 
graves when McWheeler takes 
his driver in hand and marches 
to the first tee. We have always 
approached golf on an individu- 
alistic basis and played it much 
the same way. This causes great 
sorrow among the viewing ex- 
perts and virtually breaks the 
heart of our partner. 

WE ALWAYS TRAVEL light, 
and never weight ourselves down 
with an over-supply of clubs. 
Pros to the contrary, we can get 
into enough trouble with about 
four clubs. Then too, by.only 
carrying a few of the sticks, it 
eases the pressure of decision 
making. 

WE STARTED OFF ON the 


first tee, and my opponent cour- 
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teously looked the other way, as 
IT took a few (five to be exact) 
practice swings. We never de- 
cide whether or not a swing is to 
be practice until we swing at the 
ball. If we miss, we shout out 
‘practice’ loud and clear. After 
the practices, my opponent 
learned a thing or two about 
“keeping his eye on the ball’, 
because he nearly got pinked in 
the place where it would make it 
necessary for him to eat off the 
mantle if hit. When we drive, 
it is very deceptive. Occasion- 
ally we even manage to drive 
backwards. 

AFTER SEVERAL FALSE 
STARTS, we got out of hailing 
distance of the clubhouse.

Can you remember the free 
lunches served by early day sa- 
loons? John Zalud had one of 
the best. With a glass of beer 
you. could help yourself to meat, 
salad and pickles that were al- 
ways stacked in profusion at the 
end of the counter. 

Do you remember when there 
was no Reverend John G. Milli- 
gan in Porterville? I do. 

Did you ever watch Gus Trae- 
ger or John Westman or Swan 
Baker work at their blacksmith 
shops? 

Do you recall J. B. Chinn and 
his partner, Mr. Sinclair, who 
used to stay at the Pioneer Ho- 
tel? They had ranches near Por- 
terville and were quite a team as 
they were opposites in disposi- 
tion. Sinclair would worry all 
the time and Chinn. would take 
life as it came. 

Do you remember the Katz 
family who settled in the West- 
field District in Pioneer Land 
Company subdivision? As some 
of the first Jewish children to 
go to Porterville schools, their 
children had a tough time, as 
other children were not very tol- 
erant. I bet Louie Katz made a 
success in life as he had to fight 
for his rights. He had two sis- 
ters who helped when necessary.

A. K. HODGSON 

Arthur K. (Babe) Hodgson, 
vice Mayor of Porterville, coun- 
cilman, for four-years, city plan- 
ning commission member for 10 
years and now vice chairman of 
the commission, past president of 
Porterviile chamber of commerce 
and Porterville Kiwanis club, 
man of the year in 1953, resident 
of Porterville 50 years, business 
man and property owner for 30 
years, one of organizers of Por- 
terville Fair and chairman of the 
Fair board for 14 years. 

Q. What do you consider the 
main issues of this city council 
election? 

A. It looks like the various 
candidates want more annexa- 
tions to the city, and want more 
industry in Porterville. 

Q. Do you believe these are 
logical goals? 

A. Certainly. Most of us want 
Porterville to grow and prosper, 
and we want payrolls, but it 
seems to me that there is too 
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much talk in generalities and 
not enough about whose job it 
is to go after annexations and 
industry, and who is going to 
pay the bill. 

Q. In cases of annexations to 
the city, what is your general 
idea as to how these should be 
handled? 

A. First, I believe that those 
persons. who benefit should, in so 
far as possible, pay the bill. Peo- 
ple now living in the city of Por- 
terville should remember that in 
one way or another they have 
paid for the city water system, 
the sewage system, streets. I 
believe that when new areas are 
brought into the city, persons in 
these areas should pay for simi- 
lar improvements on their prop- 
erty; I am opposed to asking the 
people who have already paid for 
the things they enjoy to foot the 


_ bill for someone else. 


Q. Do you think, then, that in 
new annexations the people be- 
ing annexed should pay out in 
cash the cost of improvements 


they want? 

A. This is not necessary if 
they do not want to doit. Pay- 
ment over a period of years can 
be arranged through creation of 
improvement districts. I favor 
creation of such districts when 
needed. 

Q. How about new subdivi- 
sions? 

A. Since the subdivider is the 
one who profits, I believe he 
should be required to develop his 
property up to city standards. 
This is what we believe we have 
accomplished in the new subdivi- 
sion ordinance. I want to pre- 
vent, for instance, the case in 
which a subdivider is allowed to 
put in streets that are inferior, 
then, in a short time these 
streets have to be repaired and 
brought up to standard by use of 
tax money. They should have 
been up to standard in the first 
place. Of course costs are added 
on to the property, but there is 
nothing wrong in this, since we

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holes. A Californian run his waggon in one of them to soak over i 
night, but to ‘his great surprise he found no Waggon in the morn- 
ing. It has gone down to the lower regions. — 


Friday the 4th of June 1858. — This morning we put out 
early & reached Leone holes at 9 Oclock AM. We stsyed there 
until 2 Oclock P.M. when we started off and joged along until 
two Oclock at night A.M. We were all very tired and needed 
rest. From Leones Holes there is a watering place 10 miles on 
the road. We have come 21!/2 miles to day. 


Saturday the 5th of June 1858. — The Captain has us up 
this Morning by day light & soon as Breakfast was over we start- 
ed .& traveled a bout all day before we reached Limpia Creek. 
It being 22 miles from our last camp. Our Camp is on the Lim- 
pia Creek between the Limpia mountains it being 20!/4 miles 
from Leone Holes here. The distance we come without water. 
The Country is Mountainous & very poor. We passed by a white 
woman grave to day. She was tilled by the Indians.. | have 
murdered a large Rattle snake this evening. Had 9 Rattles. | 
am to stand guard to night, pitty the Indian that shows himself, 
for he would surely get a little takin in. | was quite cold this 
morning but the day has been scorching hot. — 


Sunday the 6th of June 1858. — | happy to say that our 
God has protected us from all harm on this lonely & dangerous 
plain for an other week. We have passed by many dangerous 
places & where a great many white men have lost their lives by 
the wild Indians. 


We certainly aught to feel greatful to our Maker & Preserv- 
er. — Our travel today has not been only 18 miles & that mostly 
through the Canion of the Limpia Mountains. The Mountains 
are very high & Rocky. There is no wood upon them. Silver has 
been discovered by the Mexicans. Yet there is no one at work 
in them now. It is very dangerous. We met in the canion a 
company of Soldiers who were on their way to join Popes Com- 
pany, who are diging an Artesian well, somewhere near the River 
Pecos, not for from the Horse Head Crossing. — Wm. Dennison 
is very sick, though not dangerous. Our Camp is twelve miles 
from Fort Davis in the Canion. There is Mountains all around us. 
A very romantic place. The boys have been to the top of one 
of largest Monts. and rolled stones down. How Grand. Nothing 
more at present, for I'm d—ned tired. 


Monday the 7th June /58. — We were all right this morn- 
ing & on our road soon as possible. The distance we have passed 
over is 10 miles & all the way between Mountains of the Limpia. 
We arrived at Fort Davis at one Oclock P.M. | Bought me a pair 
of Boots at the settler Store here. Paid $6.00 Dollars for them. 
A damned big price for the kind. This Morning we met a num- 
ber of returning Californians on their way home to the States. 
Our road is quite ruff. There is 6 companies at the Fort, two 
companies are now After Indians. | found me a pair of Mexican 
spurs this morning & sold them to Brownson for One Dollar. 


Tuesday the 8th /58: — When | woke this morning the rain 
was beating down upon us & into my face in a manner very un- 
pleasant to the sleeper. Consequently, | changed my position 
and stood erect, so the rain would have some chance to run off. 
The day is Gloomy the heavens are filled with thick heavy clouds 
& all is dismal. It appears to me like a long dreary rain. — An 
old Mexican was in camp this morning trying to sell some milk at 
10c a qt. We purchased a small quanitity. We remain at this 
place today. A number of the boys are Drunk & some are Fight- 
ing & others have been. Col. McCinnon was about to fight a 
dueal with Jack Steward, but they were separated by the Cap- 
tain. | have wrote a letter to Perley today. Fort Davis is walled in 
on three sides by the Mountains, The Soldiers have a Theatre there 
& the Town is Kept clean & nine. Young is the mans name that 
ownes the store there. 


Wednesday the 9th of June 1858. — There has nothing of 
any importance transpired to day we have traveled 15 miles from 
the Fort. Met the Main party going down & two other parties 
bound for San Antonio. A company of Popes men came into 
Fort Davis to day for supplies. They report they are about to 
give up the well diging on the Pecos, & try some other place. 
They have dug down now some |5 hundred feet but find no wa- 
ter. The country still remains hilly. There is no watering place, 
here a tour camp for our stock.

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get back to my original belief — 
the persons benefitting should 
pay for their benefits. 

Q. Can this idea be applied 
throughout city administration? 

A. Certain costs of govern- 
ment must be borne on a general 
protection. But other costs, such 
as expansion of sewer and water 
lines, can be assessed to the peo- 
Ple who benefit. If they are not 
80 assessesd as new areas come 
into the city, then people who 
are now in the city, and who 
have already paid for their share 
of the sewer and water systems, 
must pay for the newcomer’s 
benefit. As I have said, this lat- 
ter is what I oppose. 

Q. How do you think the city 
‘administration should encourage 


A. Generally, the city cooper- 
ates with persons who want to 
bring industry in. A good ex- 
ample of this cooperation occur- 
red a year and a half ago when 
the council was told by the 
chamber of commerce industrial 
committee, and by a property 
owner, that a certain industry 


was interested in Porterville. Im-. 


mediately, the council told its 
department heads to drop every- 
thing and concentrate on the 


| problems of this particular in- 


dustry. Costs, and a plan de- 
veloped to take city sewage and 
water to the proposed industrial 
site. Tax income to the city was 
estimated. if the industry went 
in. Discussion was entered into 
with the owner of the property 
as to method of handling his

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ested in Tulare county, but we 
can’t publicize the names; indus- 
tries want to work without pub- 
licity. 

Q. About how many serious 
inquiries do you get each year 
from industries interested in lo- 
cating in Tulare county, and 
what does industry generally 
look for? 

A. An average of about six in- 
dustries per year. Representa- 
tives of industry tell the commit- 
tee what they need, such as a 
suitable building, a special type 
of site, transportation facilities. 
We try to locate what they want. 
Then they are interested in liv- 
ing conditions in the community 
— recreation, schools, colleges, 
entertainment, attitude of the 
people of the community. 

Q. Do you have trouble selling 
Porterville as a desirable com- 
munity? 

A. No. Practically all of them 
like Porterville as a community. 

Q. What disadvantages does 
Porterville have? 

A. Well, sometimes a special 
type of worker is needed, some- 
times a considerable number of 
potential workers. A commun- 
ity either has what they want in 
this field, or it doesn’t. 

Q. Is size of the town a fac- 
tor? 

A. We talk in terms of what 
the community has to offer, not 
just the town. I would say 
actual size of the town itself is 
not a factor. The main thing 
they look at is a labor supply

No Fast Rule for 
Blood Pressure 


Q. Is “100 plus your age” a 
good way to tell what your 
blood pressure should be? 

A. No. There is no set rule about 
what the blood pressure “should” 
be. What is satisfactory for one 
person may not be suitable for 
another, just as some automo- 
biles run better with high octane 
gasoline; others do best with low 
octane fuel. People, like cars, are 
not all alik :. Some folks in later 
life may have a pressure of up- 
wards o 200, yet for them, all 
things c. ‘sidered, it is a level at 
which the body functions satisfac- 
torily. Others of the same age 
may have a pressure of 120 or 
130 and for these individuals it 
is: just right. Blood pressure does 
tend to rise as we get older. How- 
ever, other things have a bearing 
on blood pressure. Emotions, ten- 
sions, diseases of the kidneys or 
arteries, and diet — all influence 
blood pressure. If it is clearly too 
high, doctors have ways of bring- 
ing it down. If it is too low the 
doctor will do things to bring it 
up a bit.

Industry 
wants to be welcomed in a com- 
munity, you know. And indus- 
try has located in Porterville in 
the last few years — the Rock- 
well Manufacturing company is 
a good example of big industry. 

Q. As a general rule do you 
favor giving industry something, 
such as free land, or tax pref- 
erence? 

A. No. But as a city council- 
man I would go all the way in 
trying to work out a mutually 
beneficial plan for an industry 
and for the city.

Q. How about new subdivi- 
sions? 

A. On a new deal, a new sub- 
division development, bring it up 
to standard right now. This is 
essential. I have no quarrel with 
the new subdivision ordinance. 

Q. In general should the city 
administration engage in active 
promotion of city expansion, of 
annexation, of securing indus- 


try? 
A. We have chamber of com- 
merce committees — recreation, 


industry, and others. Let them 
come to the city council with 
their problems; the city council 
should help them as far as pos- 
sible through making workable 
plans available to encourage ex- 
pansion. The city should invest, 
just as does private business, in 
order to get dividends in the fu- 
ture. 

Q. What about the proposed 
charter amendment to allow the 
city council to establish a city 
employee retirement plan? 

A. I think we should be com- 
petitive with other cities of the 
county; make our place as at- 
tractive, so if the people say they 
want it, that is if they vote for 
the charter amendment and put 
the responsibility on the city 
council, I will work as a council- 
man to set up the best possible 
plan to fit our local situation. 

Q. What are your reasons for 
running for city council? 

A. This is my home; my fam- 
ily is here, and we expect to stay 
here. I want this to be a good 
place to live. I want a commun- 
ity in which my children can 
take pride in, can grow in, and 
find jobs in. I also believe that 
city business is big business and 
needs business men to adminis- 
ter it. I think I can be of value. 
My own business is so arranged 
that I have the necessary time 
to give to city business. 

Q. Is there anything about 
the general city administration 
that you would change? 

A. There is nothing special. 
T’ll try to take care of problems 
as they come up. I’m open mind- 
ed on general city problems, 
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share of city utility expansion. 
We put all this information to- 
gether in a very short time, then 
met with everyone concerned — 
representatives of the chamber 
of commerce industrial commit- 
tee, the property owner, a repre- 
sentative of the industry in ques- 
tion. As far ag I know this par- 
ticular industry has not yet actu- 
ally moved to the west coast, but 
I am sure things could have been 
worked out — perhaps they still 
might be. But the point is that 
this is an example of how I be- 
lieve the city administration co- 
operates with others to encour- 
age industry. 

Q. Should the city council 
actually go into the promotion 
business where industry, or an- 
nexations, are involved. 

A. I don’t think so. This is 
more of a chamber of commerce 
function.. The city cooperates — 
and since I have been on the city 
council, this is the policy I have 
favored. 

Q. Should the city grant spe- 
cial favors to a new industry? 

A. No. We get back to the 
point I consider basic. The peo- 
ple who benefit should pay. But 
in the case of industry, whether 
it be an outside industry or a 
local industry, the city should 
try to work out a plan that is 
realistic and beneficial to the in- 
dustry and to the city to provide 
the services the industry needs, 
with a suitable method of pay- 
ment by the industry.

Q. Also an issue in the coming 
election is amendment of the city 
charter to provide for a pension 
plan for city employees. Do you 
favor such an amendment? 

A. This is something for the 
people of Porterville to decide. 
As a city councilman I voted to 
submit this to the people; I have 
spent quite a bit of time with 
representatives of pension plans 
studying the problem; if the peo- 
ple of Porterville vote to amend 
the city charter so that the coun- 
cil has the authority to adopt a 
pension plan, I will consider this 
to mean that voters of the city 
want such a plan, and I will 
work to see that we get the type 
of plan that seems to be best for 
Porterville and for the city em- 
ployees. 

Q. Do you have any general 
comments on city administra- 
tion? 

A. Well, I have always favor- 
ed equalization of taxes so that 
everyone pays their fair share of 
governmental costs;-I believe in 
a continuing upgrading of city 
facilities, and city property as it 
can be afforded from year to 
year; I have always worked for 
modern planning and zoning; I 
favor a balanced city budget and 
city operation on a pay-as-you- 
go basis.

Q. How does a city council 
create a healthy climate for in- 
dustry? 

A. Look for industrial areas; 
have something ready to offer; 
option or purchase industrial lo- 
cations, then sell or lease back to 
industry. I do not favor giving 
industry a site. But since the 
city cannot spot annex, there 
must be general annexation so 
that possible industrial sites can 
be reached by city annexation. 

Q. Do you favor purchase of 
potential industrial sites by the 
city itself? 

A. Yes, if the price is right, 
if the location is desireable, and 
if the property can be reached by 
utilities. I favor the city buy- 
ing with the idea that sites will 
be sold to industry and the city 
will come out on its investment. 

Q. Do you favor preferential 
tax treatment for new industry? 

A. No. The reason for encour- 
aging industry is to help stab- 
ilize property values and dis- 
tribute the tax burden. 

Q. Would you give city-pur- 
chased property to an industry? 

A. No. 

Q. Would you offer public 
money to encourage industry on 
an interest free basis? 

A. No. 

Q. Can you give a case of 
where Porterville has lost an in- 
dustry because of the size of the 
city? 

A. Not a specific case, but in 
my own selling efforts I have had 
to compromise and make excuses 
for the size of Porterville in re- 
lation to the urban population. 

Q. In relation to annexations, 
how do you believe extension of 
city services, such as sewer and 
water, should be financed? 

A. I favor use of Improvement 
districts. 

Q. Do you believe that per- 
sons arnexing to the city should 
pay their way? 

A. Yes, but I do not think they 
should pay a premium. 

Q. What do you mean by 
premium? 

A. The actual physical cost of 
extending city utility services 
into newly annexed areas should 
be paid by persons Teceiving the 
service, but I do not believe these 
people should pay a fee that rep- 
resents “buying into the city.” 
The persons who have lived in 
the city in the past, and who 
have paid the cost of present 
city utilities have also enjoyed 
the use of these facilities. This 
is an old cost, and should have 
been depreciated. New persons 
coming into the city pick up 
when they come in and naturally 
assume future costs, but not past 
costs. This will encourage peo- 
ple to bring their property into 
the city. 

Q. Do you oppose the new city 
subdivision ordinance that was 
just recently passed?

I believe we must 
make some concessions if we 
want industry. Each industry 
concerned would represent a sep- 
arate bargaining situation. I 
prefer to answer this type of 
question as generally as possible.

We believe that

Porterville is at a place where it 
must actively encourage growth. 
Apparently a majority of the 
candidates. feel it. is advanta- 
geous to attract industry into 
our area. There are some dif- 
ferences in thinking about. how 
we should do this. For example, 
it has been said we should make 
no concessions. 

Q. Do you think ‘the city 
should make concessions to in- 
dustry? 

A. Bach industry must be 
handled on an individual basis. 
We may find ourselves in compe- 
tition with other communities. 
We might have to at least do 
something to make Porterville a 
more favorable site. We might 
be able to get along without 
concessions. 

Q. Do you believe, for in- 
stance, that the city should pro- 
vide a free location to an in- 
dustry? 

A. This would depend upon 
the particular industry we are 
dealing with. If the long-term 
advantage and financial returns 
to be realized offset original cost, 
so the city would eventually ben- 
efit financially, then we should 
do it. 

Q. Do you think industry 
should be given a tax preferen- 
tial, or should be given a tax 
moratorium for a_ period of 
years? 

A. This must be decided on an 
individual basis. Land and tax- 
es go together. If this was a 
real large selling point, then per- 
haps a tax arrangement might 
be set up that would give some 
preferential treatment for a 
short time. This again should 
be considered in relation to long- 
term benefit that the particular 
industry would give to the city 
and its taxpayers in general; 
but it must be of advantage to 
the city in the long run. 

Q. Concerning annexation of 
developed property, how do you 
think this should be handled; 
who should pay for extension of 
city facilities? 

A. The city should adopt a 
liberal annexation policy. How- 
ever, I feel new residents should 
be willing to bear the cost of 
acquiring benefits of city living. 
I feel the city should actively 


promote annexation and ‘should 


give new areas all the help they 
need in order to fully under- 
stand the benefits as well as to 
make clear the costs that will bé 


incurred. No requirement should 


be imposed on an areas annexing 
that is not needed from a health 
and safety standpoint. Also, 
the city might aid financially in 
shese improvements so that pay- 
ment can be made over the long- 
est possible time. 

Q. What would be the me- 
chanics? 

A. I favor use of the 1911 Im- 
provement act. 

Q. In general principle do you 
believe that the persons who 
benefit should pay the bill? 

A. Yes. But things that are 
not really needed should not be 
forced on people. Requirements 
should not go beyond public 
health and safety. 

Q. Do you favor or oppose the 
city’s new subdivision ordin- 
ance? 

A. I favor a subdivision ordi- 
nance. As far as building in lo- 
cal area is concerned this is 
something that hag been sorely 
needed for many-years. Certain- 
ly the subdivision ordinance that 
has been adopted is a step in the 
right direction. 

Q. In your campaign state- 
ment you mention the establish- 
ing of an industrial park for 
Porterville. Should this be done 
with public money or private 
money? 

A. Both types of financing are 
possible. 

Q. Then you would not oppose 
the city buying property and set- 
ting up an industrial park? 

A. No. 

Q. Whose job is it to promote 
industry? 

A. The city council has a re- 
sponsibility to see that the city 
advances in every way possible. 
Growth promotion is something 
that the city government can 
take the lead in. 

Q. What do you consider as 
the position of the chamber of 
commerce in promoting growth? 

A. The chamber also has this 
responsibility. The chamber and 
the city should work hand-in- 
hand.

thing — expansion of the city to 
get more population so that we 
can boast of more prestige to 
bring in industry. Incidentally, 
I like the way the present council 
is going at this now. 

Q. Does size of the city, in 
your opinion, have a direct bear- 
ing on the securing of industry? 

A. Yes, because, say in Chicago 
or New York, industry people 
see our population figure and 
think that we are a little cow 
town. They don’t know about 
the area. 

Q. Does industry always look 
for large towns? 

A. I would say industry is not 
interested in a small town; they 
want a medium sized town, or 
larger town. Porterville is on 
the verge of growth; completion 
of Success reservoir, our recrea- 
tion area, the proposed road 
across the mountains should help 
Porterville’s growth. 

Q. Concerning size of a town, 
do you consider the Rockwell 
Manufacturing company an ex- 
ception to the rule that industry 
looks for a larger town?

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CITY BLUE LAWS FOR WOMEN ONLY 
ADVOCATED BY MYSTIC KNIGHTS:

PORTERVILLE, Mar. 30 — A 
set of Blue Laws that will apply 
t@ Women Only was acclaimed by 

‘resolution at a Thursday night 
meeting of the Mystic Knights 
of the Supreme Order of Bush- 
faces, held'at ‘the Porterville ety. 
hall. ~ 

By: unanimous vote the Bush- 
faces adopted the Blue Law 
statement and recommended that 
it be passed as an emergency or- 
dinance by the Porterville city 
council.

" greatest document ever compiled 
in the 100-year history of Por- 
terville”’, it was stated by Bro. 
Carroll Simmons, Supreme Cen- 
tennial Bushface.

any normal women, also Porter- 
ville women. 

2. Ladies shall not go about 
the streets After Sundown unless 
on their way to or from the groc- 
ery store or bottle shop to pro- 
cure sustenance for their hus- 
bands’ welfare, or to cash their 
paychecks (this applies only to 
employed women) in order to 
turn the cash over to their hus- 
bands. 

3. Under no circumstances will 
women loiter in, or even presume 
to enter those drink emporiums 
of our city, these emporiums be- 
ing a last refuge from the tyran- 


' ny of apron strings. 


4, Ladies will not speak to 
men, unless spoken to, and shall 
address their husbands in re- 
spectful terms, such as ‘“M’ 
Lord”, or “Sir’’, or “Kind Sir”, 
and the Mayor of Porterville 
shall be addressed as “Yer Hon- 
or.” 

5. Ladies shall be clothed 
properly that their limbs be not 
displayed above the ankle or 
their necks below the Adam’s ap- 
ple, but this shall not apply to 
Lady Godiva, or to girls who own 
Bikinis. 

6. Ladies shall smile and be 
cheerful at all times in the pres- 
ence of men, they must not ask 
for money, they must keep the 
children quiet and the house 
clean; they must prepare three 
gourmet meals a day; they must 
never nag, whimper, cry, lose 
their temper, complain or use 
profanity for any reason what- 
soever. 

7. Ladies found in violation 
of any of these Blue Laws, which 
are applicable to Women Only, 
shall suffer the deprivation of 
All Basic Rights, such as gossip- 
ing about their neighbors, hay- 
ing coffee with other girls in the 
block, sitting on the boss’s knee, 
flirting with handsome men, 
bragging about their children, 
blaming the teacher, or waiting 
up for their husbands to come in.

PORTERVILLE, Mar. 30 — A 
method, or methods, of cost al- 
location to pay for a water mas- 
ter to administer Tule river wa- 
ter below Success dam will be 
worked out by representatives of 
the California Department of 
Water Resources, it was decided 
at a meeting of representatives 
of Tule water interests held 
Tuesday night at the office of 
the Porterville Irrigation dis- 
trict. 

Considerable discussion cen- 
tered around general problems 
on the Tule, including the allo- 
cation of water after a storage 
contract behind Success dam is 
completed. Attending from the 
department of water resources 
were: Orville Abbott, senior en- 
gineer; Leslie Fisher, associate 
attorney and Paul Art, asssociate 
engineer. 

When the cost allocation plan 
is ready, a meeting of the Tule 
River Water Users association 
will be called to consider the 
plan.
